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November 22,1963: 

A day that dramatically made an 
impact on our nation

Depending on your age and what 
you were doing 50 years ago, the 
assassination of our 35th President of 
the United States, John F. Kennedy 
(JFK), would dramatically affect your 
recollection and thoughts of that fate¬ 
ful day, November 22, 1963. President 
Kennedy was traveling through Deal- 
ey Plaza at approximately 12:30 p.m. 
central standard time when he was 
shot and killed. A 10-month inves¬ 
tigation by the Warren Commission 
followed Kennedy’s assassination. 

We all remember that Lee Harvey 
Oswald, believed to be acting alone, 
was accused of the shooting from 
the Texas Book Depository. Shortly 
thereafter, Oswald was fatally shot by 
Jack Ruby. 

Many theories over the years con¬ 
tinued to surround the incident with 
controversy. Polls taken from 1966 
through 2003 show that 80% of Amer¬ 
icans believe there was a cover up. 

No matter what one may believe, one 
thing is for sure, it is still a prominent 
memory in the lives of many. 

Even David Thomas, three years 
old, at the time has a recollection of 
the event. “I remember it being on 
TV and everyone talking about it,” he 
said. 

Judy Milner, 15 at the time, remem¬ 


bers exactly where she was when 
President John F. Kennedy was shot. 
“I was sitting at the library at Fulton 
County High School and I was writ¬ 
ing a report on JFK and the Cuban 
Missile Crisis.” She recalls hearing 
the news over the loud speaker or 
having someone come around to tell 
them the shocking news. 

“Principal Joe Ross knocked on my 
door after lunch on Friday, Nov. 22, 
1963, and motioned me to the hall 
outside of my sixth grade classroom 


at Hickman Elementary School,” 
added Glenda Cochrum, a Fulton 
County teacher. “He told me that 
President John F. Kennedy had been 
shot in Dallas and that he had been 
pronounced dead at the hospital there. 
He asked that we only tell the students 
that the president had been shot and 
that we were going to dismiss school 
early. He felt it would be best for par¬ 
ents to tell the students about his

Gallagher chooses not to seek 
third term as Judge/Executive

Fulton County 
has been taking 
care of itself 
for a long time 
and under the 
direction of 
Fulton County 
Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher, 
it has gotten 
through some 
tough times. 

After almost

seven years running the county Judge/ 
Executive Gallagher has made the 
difficult decision not to run for re- 
election in 2014. “This was not an 
easy decision,” he told the Courier last 
week. “It has been one that I’ve been 
struggling with for a while. I truly love 
Fulton County, my job and the people 
I work with.” 

Gallagher isn’t going away quietly. 
He believes that he still has a lot of 
work to do over the next 13 months. “I 
look forward to the challenges I have 
yet to face during the next year,” he 
added. “However, I believe there are 


some qualified men and women in this 
county that can do a great and better 
job than I’ve done. I also feel strongly 
about term limits.” 

Over the last eight years Gallagher 
has seen the county through the Ice 
Storm of 2009, the Flood Fight of 2011, 
and several summers where drought¬ 
like conditions severely affected crops. 

“I did not want to hear this,” stated 
Fulton County Magistrate George 
A. Jones, District 2. “It has been a 
pleasure working with him these seven 
years. He has always run his office 
with dignity, and how he can help the 
people of Fulton County.” Magistrate 
Jones, honestly, has not heard a single 
complaint about him. 

“We might not agree on everything, 
but the Fiscal Court and he has always 
worked it out for what is best for the 
county,” added Magistrate Jones. “I 
think I can speak for all of the county 
employees and Magistrates, he will be 
greatly missed.” 

“Let me say that I respect Judge 
Gallagher,” began Magistrate Henry 
Callison, District 4. “As with everyone

“We are at the end of our project 
here,” stated David Weatherly on 
Thursday, Nov. 14 during the Fulton 
County Levee Board meeting. “Thank 
goodness.” The relief well project is 
almost complete and the rip rap project 
is complete. “Grass is coming up on 
the rip rap and the washes in the ditches 
have been repaired as part of the relief 
well project,” added Weatherly. 

At this time the levee received a 
minimally acceptable rating during last 
month’s inspection. “Hopefully next 
year we will get an acceptable rating on 


the levee now that the relief well project 
is complete,” Weatherly noted. “The 
pump station will not pass inspection, 
but we are still working on it.” 

With approximately 600 acres of 
levee to keep mowed, Levee Board 
members are exploring alternative 
ways to perform that necessary task. 
“Other levee districts do not have 
to subsidize hay cutting,” stated 
Weatherly. Currently the board pays 
out more in mowing expenses than 
revenue received from taxes. “It is a 
problem,” added Secretary/Treasurer

death.” This was back in a time 
when schools didn’t have grief 
counselors who could talk the 
students through a tragedy such 
as this. 

Cochrum remembers sitting 
for a few moments on the steps 
outside of her classroom trying 
to absorb this horrific happening 
and trying to regain her compo¬ 
sure in order to tell her students 
what had taken place in Dallas. 
“When I returned to the room 
and told them that the president 
had been shot there was an eerie 
silence for a few minutes and 
then lots of questions, which I 
couldn’t answer for them,” con¬ 
tinued Cochrum. “I asked them 
to remain calm, say prayers for 
President Kennedy and his fam¬ 
ily, and to talk to their parents 
when they got home. These 
students, 11- and 12-years-old, 
seemed to understand the seri¬ 
ousness of what had happened 
and were so orderly and con¬ 
cerned it made it harder for me 
to keep from crying in front of 
them. We dismissed as soon as 
possible and everyone hurried 
home to watch this terrible time 
in our nation’s history recorded 
forever on television and in our 
memories. It was the beginning 
of many days filled with shock, 
sorrow and intense personal and 
national mourning.” 

Phyllis C. Simmons, another 
Hickman resident, was in Mur¬ 
ray at Murray State when she 
learned the news in a slightly 
different way as Cochrum. 
“I was walking across Mur¬ 
ray State campus on my way 
to class when several students 
ran past with the news Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy had been shot 
and classes were canceled,” she 
said. By the time she got back 
to her dorm, the President had 
been pronounced dead. 

“It was a scary time,” agreed 
Simmons. “Everything was 
uncertain. My friends and I re¬ 
turned to Hickman that after¬ 
noon. My family and I stayed 
glued to the television until af¬ 
ter the funeral. Classes resumed 
and I went back to school.” 

Approximately 16 years old 
in 1963, David Gallagher was 
in PE class. “I was a sophomore 
in high school. We were told 
to go home that the President 
had been shot,” Gallagher re¬ 
membered. “It was the day be¬ 
fore Thanksgiving. I remember 
walking home and looking at 
the televisions in the store win¬ 
dow watching the news.” He 
too, remembers it being a sad 
time.” 

Also a student in school was 
Jim Major, an eighth grader in 
1963. “I was in Miss Virginia 
Kemp’s 8th grade classroom on 
the hill where the police station 
is now when the Principal Joe 
Ross came in an told the class 
that President Kennedy had 
been shot,” recalled Major. “He 
returned later and said that he 
was dead. Having just turned 
13 the day before, I had no idea 
of the gravity of the situation, 
or of the events to follow. We 
all had been through the Cuban 
missile crisis, had occasional 
drills at school for nuclear bomb 
attacks, and really did not know 
why he was assassinated (and 
still don’t).” 

With a completely different 
perspective was David Lattus, 
serving the country in the U.S. 
Navy. Lattus was a 3rd Class 
Radioman, stationed in Sidi Ya- 
hia Morocco when he learned 
the news of JFK’s assaination. 
“I was sitting at the communi¬ 
cation’s desk when I received a 
Naval Communication inform¬ 
ing us of the tragedy,” Lattus 
explained. “I had just met the 
president a few months earlier 


when I was stationed in San 
Diego, Calif., before heading to 
Morocco.” 

Now, as we celebrate the fif¬ 
tieth anniversary of JKF’s as- 
sassaination, Lattus still has the 
Naval Communication he re¬ 
ceived on that tragic day that is 
still a vivid memory in the lives 
of many. 

On November 22, 1963 at 
22:39 or 10:39 p.m. GMT 
(Greenwich Mean Time - Zulu 
Time) this is what the telegram 
said, word for word: 

P. 222239Z

UNCLAS. 

President John F. Kennedy, 
Thirty-fifth President of the 
United States, was shot to death 
by a hidden assassin armed with 
a high-powered rifle. 

With the President’s death, 
Vice-President Johnson auto¬ 
matically becomes President. 
He is a native Texan. He was 
riding two cars behind the chief 
executive in a parade in Dallas, 
Texas. 

Texas Governor Connally 
was injured at the same time the 
President was hit. Connally and 
his wife were riding with the 
President and First Lady. Ap¬ 
parently neither Mrs. Kennedy 
nor Mrs. Connally was hurt. 

Vice President Lyndon John¬ 
son, the successor to President 
Kennedy, was sworn in as the 
Thirty-sixth President of the 
United States. 

The Vice-President usually is 
sworn in by the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court. However, 
Mr. Johnson took the presiden¬ 
tial oath at Dallas Airport before 
his return flight to Washington. 

The President was shot as his 
motorcade entered the triple un¬ 
derpass, which leads to Stem- 
mons Freeway in Dallas. Upon 
being shot, Mr. Kennedy fell 
forward in the back seat of his 
car. Mrs. Kennedy, in the car 
with the president, made an at¬ 
tempt to hold his head. 

Both the President and Con¬ 
nally were rushed to the Park¬ 
land Hospital. 

Two Roman Catholic Priests 
were summoned to the emer¬ 
gency room a white house aide 
said the two priests had been 
quote asked for unquote. 

Dallas Police took up in the 
Corridors leading to the emer¬ 
gency room and secret service 
agents turned back reporters, 
keeping them at least forty feet 
from the door. 

At Parkland Hospital, Mr. 
Kennedy was given blood trans¬ 
fusions in an effort to save his 
life. 

Two Roman Catholic Priests 
were summoned to the hospital 


emergency room. 

Police immediately spread a 
giant dragnet around the city, 
searching for the would-be as¬ 
sassin. 

Initial reports to police gave a 
sketchy description of a young 
man believed to have been the 
gunman. 

They began a search for a 
white man, about thirty years of 
age, of slender build and weigh¬ 
ing about a hundred sixty-five 
pounds. 

Police believed he had fired 
on the presidential party with a 
thirty-thirty rifle. 

Mr. Kennedy was shot at 
1830 GMT as he and the First 
Lady drove with Connally to a 
scheduled luncheon sponsored 
by Dallas Business Executives. 

Two Priests emerged from the 
hospital ward after administer¬ 
ing the rites to the president. 
They said that President Kenne¬ 
dy had died of gunshot wounds 
in the head. The president died 
at 1800Z GMT, or about one 
half hour after being hit by the 
assassin’s bullets. 

In Washington, Senator Ed¬ 
ward Kennedy, the President’s 
brother, was presiding over the 
senate today when word came 
that the president had been shot. 
An aide informed him and he 
rushed from the senate cham¬ 
ber. 

Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy, the President’s young 
brother and closest adviser, was 
having lunch at home when 
word of his brother’s shooting 
reached him. 

Mr. Kennedy’s personal sec¬ 
retary said the attorney general 
was remaining at the Kennedy 
Hickory Hill estate in McLean, 
Virginia. 

Newsman carried the word to 
the house speaker, John McCor- 
mac, at the luncheon table. 

Quote this is terrible unquote, 
he said in an almost inaudible 
voice. Quote all I can say is 
that it is a terrible thing, and all 
Americans, of all religions and 
faiths, are praying for the presi¬ 
dent and Governor Connally 
unquote.” 

If you visit the JFK Library 
of Congress website at www. 
jfklibrary.org there are many 
links for you to view and learn 
more about our 35th President. 
Some words from his inaugu¬ 
ral speech, cited approximately 
three years before his death 
were these “All this will not be 
finished in the first one hundred 
days, nor in the first one thou¬ 
sand days, nor in the life of 
this administration. Nor even 
perhaps in our lifetime on this 
planet. But let us begin.” 


Growing concern with 
concussions, college whistles 
calls on targeting, and flap over 
bad boy Richie Incognito and 
what it all means.

Then, from a studio at National 
Public Radio, Frank Deford, 
the Walter Cronkite of sports 
journalism, used tough prose 
to blister the NFL as “a savage 
culture where intimidation (is) 
common, where bullying (is) 
the accepted order of the day. 
You almost (have) to believe 
that some active players had 
to already be brain-damaged 
to so blithely put up with such 
inhumanity.” 

Deford didn’t stop with the 
NFL. Number of youngsters 
playing football is down 13 per 
cent in the last two years, he 
said, according to the National 
Sporting Goods Association. 

“And, an HBO “Real Sports”/ 
Marist College poll, shows 
that the danger of football 
concussions would make a third 
of Americans less likely to let 
their boys play.” 

Here, here.

There is no joy 
in Mudville, Lexington OR 
Athens, Georgia. 

Mark Stoops is still smarting 
from another hard-to-swallow

In Athens, Kentucky will face 
a team in a furious frame of mind 
after botched win at Auburn on 
the game’s final play.
